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e Jan. 8. — The entente 
allles, in a note addressed by Arthur 


Balfour, British Foreign Minister, to 


Ambassador Spring-Rice, and delivered 
yesterday to the State Department, am- 
plify their reply to President Wilson's 
peace note, by telling in detail why they 
relieve it to be impossible at present 
to attain a peace which will assure 
them such guarantees as they consider 
essential. 

The note also tells why the allies de- 
mand the expulsion of Turkey from 


Hurope; restoration of Alsace-Lorraine 
to France, of Italia Irredenta to Italy 
and the other territorial changes set 
1orth. 
Those who think the future peace of 
the world may. be insured by interna- 
tional treaties and international laws, 
the note says, have iil-learned the les- 
sons taught by recent history. 
Great Britain's note was entirely un- 
expected to officials here but was grati 
fying because they interpreted it as a 
step toward world federation to preserve 
peace which Presidént Wilson, both in 
his specches and in his peace note, has 
medged the Laited States. 
The text of Balfour’s note, dated Jan 
18, and addressed to Sir Cecil, follows: 
Text of the Note. 

“In sending you a translation of 
the allied note, I desire to make the 
following observations which you 
should bring to the notice of the 
United States Government: 

“I gather from the general tenor 
of the President's note that, while 
he is animated by an intense desire 
that peace should come soon and 
that when it comes it should be 
lasting, he does not for the moment 
at least concern himself with the 
terms on which it should be ar- 
ranged. His majesty’s Government 
entirely shares the President’s ideas, 
but they feel strongly that the dura- 
bility of peace must largely’ depend 
on ite character and that no stable 
system of international relations can 
be built on foundations which are es- 
sentially and hopelessly defective. 

This becomes clearly apparent if 
we consider the main conditions 
which rendered possible the calami- 
ties from which the world is now suf- 
fering. These were the existence of 
great Powers consumed with the lust 
of domination in the midst of a com- 
munity of nations ill prepared for 
defense, plentifully supplied indeed 
with international laws, but with no 
machinery for enforcing them and 
weakened by the fact that neither 
the boundaries of the various states 
nor their internal constitution har- 
monized with the aspirations of their 
constituent races or secured to them 
just and equal treatment. ; 

„That this last evil would be gcreat- 
ly mitigated if the alifes secured the 
changes in the map of Europe ovt- 
lined in their joint note is mar if est. 
and I need not labor the point. - 


“Tt has been argued, indeed, that 
the expulsion of the Turks from 
Europe forms no pr:per or logical 
part of this general scheme. The 
reaintenance of the Turxish. empire 
was during many generations re- 


garded by statesmen of world-wide 
authority as essential to the rainte- 
nance of Fiuropean peace. Why, ‘as 
it asked, should the cause of peace 
be not associated with a complete 
reversal of this traditional policy? 
The ansver is that circunstances 
have completely changed. It is un- 
necessary to consider now whether 
the creation of a re ec Turkey 
mediating between hostile races in 
the near Tast was a scheme which, 
had the Sultan been sincere and the 
Powers united, could ever have been 
realized. It certainly can not be 


realized now. The Turkey of ‘Union 
and Progress’ is at least as barbar- 
ous and is far more aggressive than 
the Turkey of Sultan Abdul Hamid. 
In the hands of Germany it has 
ceased even. in appearance to be a 
bulwark of peace and is openly used 
as an instrument of conquest. 
“Under German officers Turkish 
soldiers are now fighting in finds 
from which they-had long been ex- 
pelled and a Turkish Government, 
controlled, subsidized and supported 
by Germany, has been guilty of mas- 
sacres in Armenia and Syria more 
horrible than any recorded in the 
history even of those unhappy coun- 
tries. Evidently the interests of 
peace and the claims of nationality 
alike require that Turkish rule over 
alien races shall if possible be 
brought to an end, and we may hope 
that the expulsion of Turkey from 


Europe will contribute as much to 


the cause of peace as the restoration 
of Alsace-Lorraine to France, or 
Italo Irredenta to Italy, or any of 
the other territorial changes indi- 
cated in the allied note. 

“Evidently, however, such terri- 
torial re-arrangements, though they 
may diminish the occasions of war 
provide no sufficient security against 
its recurrence. If Germany, or rath- 
er those in Germany who. mold its 
opinions and control its destinies, 
again set out to domineer the world, 
they may find that by the new order 
of things the adventure is made more 
difficult, but hardly that it is made 
impossible. They may still have 
ready to their hand a political sys- 
tem organized through and through 
on a military basis; they may still 
accumulate vast stores of military 
equipment; they may still persist in 
their methods of attack, so that their 
more pacific neighbors will be struck 
down before they can prepare them- 
selves for defense. If so, Europe 
when the war is over will be far 
poorer in men, in money and in mu- 
tual good will than it was when ‘the 
war began, but it will not be safer, 
and the hopes for the future of the 
world entertained by the President 
would be az far as ever from fulfill- 
ment. 

Treaties and International Law. 

“There are those who think that 
for this disease international treaties 
and international laws may provide a 
sufficient cure. But such persons 
have ill learned the lessons so clearly 
taught by recent history. While oth- 
er nations, notably the United States 
of America and Britain, were striv- 
ing by treaties of arbitration to make 
sure that no chance quarrel should 
mar the peace they desired to make 
perpetual, Germany stood aloof. Her 
historians and philosophers preached 
the splendors of war; power was pro- 


claimed as the true end wf the state; 


and the general staff urged with un- 
tiring industry the weapons by which 
at the appointed moment power 
might be achieved. 

These facts proved clearly enough 
that treaty arrangements for main- 
taining peace were not likely to find 
much favor at Berlin: they did not 
prove that such treaties once made 
would be utterly ineffectual. This 
became evident only when war had 
broken out; though the demonstra- 
tion, when it came, was overwhelm- 
ing. So long as Germany remains 
the Germany which without a shad- 
ow of justification overran and bar- 
barously ill-treated a country it was 
pledged to defend, no state can re- 
gard its rights as secure if they have 


no better protection tnan a solemn - 


treaty. 

The case is made worse by the re- 
flection that these methods of cal- 
eulated brutality were designed by the 
central Powers not merely to crush

“Tf then the central Powers suc- 


ceed, it will be to methods like these 
that they will owe their success. 
How can any reform of international 
relations be based on a peace thus 
obtained? Such a peace would rep- 
resent the triumph of all the forces 
which make war certain and make it 
brutal. It would advertise the futility 
of all the methods on which civiliza- 
tion relies to eliminate the occasions 
of international dispute and to miti- 
gate their ferocity. Germany and 
Austria made the present war in- 
evitable by attacking the rights of 
one small State, and they gained 
their initial triumphs by violating the 
treaty guarantees of the territories of 
another. Are small States going to 
find in them their future protectors 
or in treaties made by them a bul- 
wark against aggression? 


‘Terrorism by land and sea Will. 


have proved itself the instrument of 
victory. Are the victors likely to 
abandon it on the appeal of neu- 
trals? If existing treaties are no 
more than scraps of paper, can 
fresh treaties help us? If the vio- 


lation of the most fundamental can- , 


ons of international law be crowned 


with success, will it not be in vain» 


that the assembled nations labor to 
improve their code? None will profit 
by their rules but Powers who break 
them. It is those who keep them 
that. will suffer. 


Conditions to Lasting Peace. 
Though, therefore, the people of 


this country share to the full the 
desire of the President for peace, 
they do not believe peace can be 
durable if it be not based on the 
success of the allied cause. For a 
durable peace can hardly be expect- 
ed unless three conditions are ful- 


~ filed. The first-is that existing 


causes of international unrest should 
be as far as possible removed or 
weakened. The second is that the 
aggressive aims and the unscrupu- 
lous methods of the central Powers 
should fall into disrepute among 
their own peoples. The third is that 
behind international law and behind 
all treaty arrangements for prevent- 
ing or limiting hostilities some form 
of international sanction should be 
devised which would give pause to 
the hardiest aggressor. 

“These conditions may be difficult 

of fulfillment. But we believe them 
to be in general harmony with the 
President's ideas and we are confi- 
rent that none of them can be satis- 
fied, even imperfectly, unless peace 
be secured on the general lines indi- 
cated (so far as Europe is concerned) 
in the joint note. 
“Therefore, it is that this country has 
made, is making and is. prepared to 
make sacrifices of blood and treasure 
unparalleled in its history. It bears 
these’ heavy burdens not merely. that 
it may thus fulfill its treaty obliga- 
tions nor yet that it may secure a 
barren triumph of one group of na- 
tions over another. It bears them be- 
cause it firmly believes that on the 
success of the allies depend the pros- 
pects of peaceful civilization and of 
those international reforms which the 
best thinkers of the new world as of 
the old dare to hope may follow on 
the cessation of our present calami- 
tles.“

KILLED IN; OKLAHOM 


Another Wounded and Captured 
in Fight With Posse—Dep- 
uty Sheriff Shot to Death. 


OKEMAH, Ok., Jan. 18.—& fight be- 
tween two alleged bank robbers and a 
posse near. here early today resulted 
in the death of 2 Deputy Sheriff, the 
killing of one of the men pursued and 
the capture of the second man after he 
had been wounded.

Portion of Balfour Note Re- 
garded as Acceptance in Prin- 
ciple of Wilson Proposal. 


FORCE BEHIND TREATIES 


Officials Believe It May Give} 
Opportunity for Some Move 
Towards Object Sought. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Great Brfit- 


ain's supplementary note amplifying the 


entente reply to President Wilson’s 


peace note, has given much encourage- 
ment to American officials who are 
looking forward to some sort of league 
of nations to preserve peace. 
Although the principal portions in 
Foreign Minister Balfour's’ note, deliv- 
ered to the State Department yest€r- 
day, are designed to justify the severity 
of the terms set forth by the entente 


in their reply to the note of President 
Wilson, the formal acceptance in prin- 
ciple of some sort of international sanc- 
tion as a force behind treaties and in- 
ternational law is regarded as of great 
importance. 

It has been stated officially that Pres- 
ident Wilson's next step has not been 
determined upon. Many officials believe 
the terms of the British note may af- 
ford the opportunity for a move toward 
the establishment of some such inter- 
national sanction, ever. if it be with the 
view of having it come irto force after 
the close of the war. 

Officials are watching carefully for 
public expressions abroad on the sub- 
ject. Any steps will of necessity be 
most carefully chosen, and while it is 
admitted that the perfection of any 
such arrangements may be well in the 
future, the references in Minister Bal- 
four’s note are regarded as encourag- 
ing. 

Great -Britain’s attitude, as stated in 
the Balfour note (printed elsewhere in 
the Post-Dispatch today) was inter- 
preted as her official acceptance and 
indorsement of the President’s proposal 
of some arrangement among the nations 
to preserve peace in the future. 


Shafroth Urges Resolutions for 
Amendment as to Peace Treaties 


WASHINGTON, 
Shafroth today urged the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee to approve his resolu- 


tion for a constitutional amendment 
which. would permit negotiation of 
treaties engaging the United States to 
submit disputes threatening war to an 
international tribunal and engaging 0 
centribute to the support of any mili- 
tery establishment necessary to execute 
its decrees. 

Senator Shafroth explained that it is 
necessary to change the Constitution, 
because A treaty of this kind in effect 
t. kes the power of war making from 
Congress and places it with the tribunal. 

Oscar S. Crosby, one of the originators 
of the enforced peace idea, said he be- 
lieved President Wilson’s note meant 
that the chief executive was ready to 
negotiate to engage the United States 
to give up to an international tribunal 
s' — to make war.

Adoption by Senate of Two- 
Thirds Rule Places Control. 
Firmly in His Hands. 


NAMES HIS COMMITTEES 


Sam B. Cook Heads That to 
Which Prison Reform Meas- 
ures Must Go.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18.—Through 
the adoption of the two-thirds rule as 
one of the rules of the Senate and the 


selection of committees yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Senator John F. Morton of Ray 


County has been restored to almost ab- 
solute control of all legislation, a control 
he had in the Senate in 1901 and 1903, 
when he generally was referred to in 
the newspapers as the Czar of Mis- 
souri.”’ 

In the old days, before the Folk re- 
form wave struck the State, a majority 
of the members of the Missouri Senate 
voted as Morton told them to vote, and 
his influence extended even into the 
Governor's office, because the Governor 
could do nothing in the Legislature until 
he should make his peace with Senator 
Morton. 

If the Senator desires to use the pow- 
er which has been placed in his hands, 
the situation today is little different 
from that which existed in 1903. Today 
every committee of the Senate is con- 
trolled by men who are in close alli- 
Morton, and the rules are 
80 framed that no Senator can call a 
bill out of its regular order for con- 
Sideration unless two-thirds of the Sen- 
ators are willing. 

Virtually Controls Senate Majority. 

By giving one day’s notice a bill can 
be called up with the consent of a ma- 
jority, but the day’s notice is sufficient 
for the Morton elenient to get the votes 
necésstry to prevent consideration of 
any bill, or to defeat it if by any chance 
it should get to a vote. There is not the 
slightest doubt that Morton has a ma- 
jority of the votes of the Senate with 
him on almost any matter of legislation. 

The progressive Democratic Senators 
made a fight yesterday against the two- 
thirds rule, but when the vote was taken 
seven of the efght Republican mem- 
bers of the Sete lined up with Mor- 
ton and Senator Greene of the Rules 
Committee. The final vote was 22 to 12 
for the two-thirds rule. 

The Senators who voted for a reform 
of thé rules were Carter of Clark, Dun- 
can of Lincoin, Glick of Holt, Goodson 
of Macon, Harris of Boone, Harrison 
of Dunklin, McClintic of Monroe, Me-

lican. 

The Senators voting against reforming 
the rules were: Baldwin of St..

Banks to Issue Securities, in Re-

IN $25 DENOMINATIONS 


They Will Not Be Subject to 
Tax and Exempt From 
Income Levy.

Federal Farm Loan Bureau. 
The fourth of a series of articles on 
he Farm Loan Act. 

Farm lands have always been regard- 
ed as the safest security in the world. 
But loans made against farm lands have 
generally exacted a higher interest rate 
than loans made on other good security. 
There are severai reasons for this, 
Such loans are not readily transfer- 
able, I. e., marketable. Farm loans are 
usually desired for long periods. A loan 
for less than five years is usually of 
little value to the farmer. If the loan 
is made for the purpose of buying land 
the farmer’s chance to pay it off is to 
make the money out of the land. It is 
against reagon to expect that land will 
pay for itself in five years. 
Well-managed commercial banks can- 
not make a business of lending money 
on farms and carrying the loans them- 
selves. It is not good banking. It ties 
up their funds in permanent investments 
and if persisted in continually would ruin 
any bank. This fact limits the supply of 
local money for farm loans and partially 
accounts for high interest rates on them. 

The farm lands of the United States 
constitute a great mass of valuable as- 
sets against which money ought to we 
borrowed at fair rates of interest. But 
it has been a chaotic mass of value. No 
agency has ever undertaken to assemble 
this mass of assets into negotiable form

marketable security. 

Now the Government steps in and pro- 
vides this agency. It says to the farmer 
Who wants to use his land as security: 

“You join a national farm loan associa- 
tion and contribute your mortgage to a 
great Federal land bank pool of mort- 
gages. We have provided the machinery 
for this purpose and adopted rules for its 
operations so that the interest of all 
will be safeguarded. When your mort- 
gages are massed together, a Federal 
land bank will take these mortgages and 
issue bonds against themi, sell the bonds

to investors and relend the money to 
farmers. The pooled mortgages of the 
farmers of the United States will be se- 
curity for every bond. The high charac- 
ter of this security means that people 
who have money to invest will jump at 
the chance to put their savings up 
against your security at a low rate ef 
interest. We will let you have this money 
at actual cost to us, plus not_to exceed 1 
per cent to cover the cost 2 operating 
this money-assembling and money-lend- 
ing machinery.“ 

Then Uncle Sam turns to the investor 
and says: 

We have enabled the farmers of the 
United States to give us their massed 
mortgages. We are offering you bonds 
which are in reality first mortgages 
against the farms of all who join this 
pool. It is the best security in the 
world, because every dollar a farmer 
borrows is represented by $2 worth of 
land plus the stock each farmer has pur- 
chased in his local association. To make 
these bonds even more attractive, so as 
to eventually give the farmer a lower 
interest rate, we have exempted them 
from all forms of taxation. Even Uncle 
Sam will not collect any tax from them, 
nor from the income upon them. No 
state or municipality may tax them. 
We have made these bonds in small de- 
nominations from $25 upward so their 
purchase will be easy among people witn 
small savings, and we will have the 
bonds printed and engraved by the Gov- 
ernment Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing to protect them against counterfeit- 
ing, and the United States Secret Service 
will watch over them.” 

So the farm loan act, in addition to 
providing money for land purchase and 
farm development, provides a new form 
of security which ought to become one 
of the most popular in existence, because 
it is based on the land values of the en-

IS°PROVIDED FOR MEXICO

IN RUNANAN PLAY 


Disgusting Realism Feature of 
Production by Little Play- 
house Company.

FTER what happened last night at 
the Artists’ Guild Theater, no one 
can say that the productions of 
the Little Playhouse Company are 
anemic. 

“An Eye for an Eye,” which Oscar 
Leonard adapted from the Rumanian 
of I, L. Caragiale, is the bl—the san- 
guinary-est thing the calcium ever shone 
on. This does not mean merely that 
it has violent death in it—many plays 
have that, in some form or other. It 
means that the audience sees a man 
bleed to death, with his wound in view. 

It is not pokeberry juice, either, in 
which the victim lies weltering, with 
his neck, his chest and his hands be- 
smeared. It is some concaction as 
crimson as the vital fluid which it rep- 
resents. After all we have heard about 
the shortage of dyestuffs, one wonders 
where the St. Louis Society for the Pro- 
motion of Drama managed to obtain so 
much of it. One could see such a dis- 
play nowhere else, this side of the 
stockyards’ slaughter pens. 

If this is art, then the greatest play- 
wrights have gone far out of their way, 
in many cases, to avoid being artistic. 
Or perhaps they have submitted, un- 
willingly, to the requirements of the 
“commercial” stage, Which certainly 
would never take such a chance with 
an audience’s nerves. In last night's 
audience this disgusting realism was 
too much for some of the women, who 
turned their heads away until the death 
scene was over and the body had been 
removed, 

Why Rumanians Fight. 

Even if this scene were eliminated— 
and I heard a hint that it would be 
modified at tonight’s performance An 
Eye for an Eye' would help to ex- 
plain why Rumania went into the war. 
If the people had to choose between 
staying at home and witnessing plays 
like this, and going out to fight the 
Teutons, one wonders why it took them 
so long to decide as it did. 

“An Eye for an Eye! is somewhat 
the sort of play you would get if you 
“CavaHeria Rusticana’’ and re- 
moved all the music and most of the 
scenic setting, and left only the rude 
peasants and their fierce and murderous 
jealousies and hatreds. It differs from 
the Sicilian drama in that the process of 
vengeance is slow and deliberate. But 
its speech throughout is of the plain- 
est, barest sort. The words are mostly 
It is all as depressing 
as an overdose of morphine. 

Agnes Scott played the part of the 
wife, a role of strongly masculine type, 
to which sort of thing she is well 
adapted. This wife is convinced that 
her second husband, whom she hates, 
was the murderer of her first husband, 
whom she loved. She waits for proof 
and for some means of revenge. They 
come with the arrival, in her home, of 
the crazed youth who was imprisoned 
on the charge of killing the first hus- 
band, and who has escaped. Through 
his presence, and through her husband's 
drunken tongue and guilty conscience, 
the wife gets the admission she has 
long sought. The lunatic stabs himself, 
creating the carnival of gore already 
feebly described, arid the wife accuses 
her husband of murdering the. visitor, 
and makes a case against him which 
will, presumably, lead to the gallows, 
or whatever lethal mechanism takes the 
place of the gallows in Rumania. 
I. Estrange Millman played the husband, 
and Guy Douglass the youth. Walter 
Vonnegut had the role of a schoolmaster 
in love with the wife, who cares for 
him only as a possible instrument of 
her revenge.

Imagine a country with four times 
the population of the United States and 
greater area, yet having only 6000 miles 
of railroads, few manufactories and 
great mineral resources little developed. 
China is awakened and the development 
is certain to be rapid from now on and 
the building of railroads alone will cre- 
ate a vast market for American machin- 
ery and supplies.“ 

He named the following as some of 
the products which China needs and 
which St. Louis manufacturers could 
supply: Hardware, chemcials, drugs, 
machinery of all kinds, surgical instru- 
ments, hats, caps and shoes. 

He said China could furnish a great 
amount of leather and other raw ma- 
terials for export to this country, thus 
filling the ships on their return voyages. 

There is no danger, he said, that Ja- 
pan may monopolize the Chinese trade, 
for the demand is much more than Ja- 
pan could possibly supply. Further- 
more, he said, the Chinese like the 
Americans and prefer to do business 
with them, all other things being equal. 

“The great necessity for Americans at 
present,“ he said, is that they have 
the capital to develop China. We should 
make loans directly to the Chinese to 
build railroads and factories and open 
mines and we should stipulate that 
American machinery and American sup- 
plies are to be used in the work. In 
that way we could to a certain extent 
control the market. There are now 
about 130 American firms in China and 
they are rapidly extending their busi- 
ness.” 

Arnold has been in the Orient for 14 
years. He will go from here to the 
Pacific Coast and will sail shortly to 
return to Bis post.

ALABAMA GOVERNOR UPHOLDS 
GUARD, CRITICISES GOVERNMENT 


Asserts, After Inquiry, That, Slow 
Methods of Federal Officers May 
Have Menaced Healtl at Border. 


NOGALES, Ariz., Jan. 18.—Officers of 
the Alabama National Guard were exon- 
erated for protesting against conditions 
in camp, and the Government was criti- 
cised for keeping the guardsmen on the 
border, in a report of Charles Hender- 
son, Governor of Alabama, made public 
here last night after inVestigation by 
him. 

Gov. Henderson's report says: By 
careful perusal of the records I am con- 
vinced any lack Of preparation for rigors 
of winter which may have contributed 
to the unusual health conditions in the 
Alabama brigade of the national guard 
was not due to any lack of foresight or 
action on the part of officers stationed 
at Nogales, but to slow methods and in- 
activity of those in control, located at a 
thousand miles or more distant.” 

The Governor's report says 23 Alabama 
National Guardemen are suffering from 
pneumonie. These, it is said, are the 
only serious cases of illness in camp. 


POPE. PROTESTS AGAINST 
BELGIAN DEPORTATIONS 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—With a view to pre- 
venting further Belgian deportations and 
bringing about the repatriation of those 
already sent to Germany, Pope Benedict 
has made representations to the Impe- 

rial Government, according to a letter 
from Cardinal Gasparri, the Papal Sec- 
retary of State, to Cardinal Mercier, 
Primate of Belgium, which has been 
given out here. 

The Pontiff has also directed Cardinal 
Mercier to do ail in his power to allevi- 
ate the sufferings of the Belgians, and 
the Cardinal has instructéd the priests 
to defend the interests of civilians and 
provide material comforts to the fami- 
lies of the deported men.

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SAYS BERLIN PAPER 


Tageblatt Contends Future Gov- 
ernment Decisions Behind Closed 
Doors Will Be Impossible. 


FEAR PEACE DOOR IS SHUT 


Highest Officials Think Entente 
Has Left No Basis for 
Present Discussion.

BERLIN, Jan. 17.—After clearing away 
the debris of the suddenly collapsed 
peace card house, the consensus of opin- 
ion of the responsible German public, 
running the whole gamut from pan- 
German to Socialists, is that the peace 
dove may be regarded as officially dead. 
As a well-known military critic phrased 
it: „The winter peace campaign of 1916- 
17 ig over.’’ 

It is generally believed that the door 
has not only been slammed in the face 
of peace, but padlocked and bolted by 
the entente’s peace conditions, as stated 


in their reply to President Wilson, and 


that only the sword can pry it open 
again. 

To the German mind, to every kind of 
German, not excluding the extreme pa- 
cificist, these terms are so wildly im- 
possible as not to warrant an instant's 
consideration or leave the“wlightest ba- 
sis for further discussion. This view is 
also taken in the highest official cir- 
cles. 

Think World Knew Terms. 

The terms which the central Powers 
were willing to make known at a pre- 
liminary conference, it is said by of- 
ficilals here, have been sufficiently inti- 
mated for the whole world to have 
fairly accurate ideas of what they were 
and to judge them accordingly. If Gert 
many were now formally to declare her 
„well known and very moderate“ peace 
terms it is believed after the announce- 
ment of what are characterized as the 
entente’s absurd and exorbitant condi- 
tions, it would place Germany in the 
false light of suing for peace—of imper- 
atively needing and wanting peace at 
any price. 

While the bottom has drapped out of 
peace speculation, there is still a keen 
popular interest in what President Wil- 
son will. do and what America will say. 
The questions age on every tongue. In- 
creasing importance is certain to be at- 
tached here to America’s attitude in 
the coming week. Scanty reports from 
America are utterly conflicting. Berlin 
is being told that President Wilson was 
greatly pleased by the entente note and 
hoped that the central Powers would 
make their conditions known, and that 
official Washington regards the answer 
as ending the prospect of an early 
peace. 

A significant answer to the entente 
note is gfven by Theodor Wolff, fhe 
chief editor of the Berliner Tageblatt, 
who is the champion of a new orienta- 
tion“ po Germany’s internal politics. 


iscusses Entente Offer. 
The 2 offer us their help as 


liberators,” Wolff writes. “It is well 
known that they want to free us from 
militarism. To be sure, nothing ‘is 
worse or less manly than for so-called 
liberals in Germany, who before the 
war had very much to say and write 
about militarism, now to act as if they 
had never known this phenomenon. It 
is one small manifestation of weakness 
of character to-confuse the army with 
militarism and the thing against which 
one formerly fought, with that which, 
in overwhelming measure, has an ter- 
nal claim on our gratitude and admira- 
tion. 

“Many people today even those who 
stand far on the right (conservative) 
realize that a radical change must be 
made in the organization, structure and 
Constitution of the German empire. 
The ‘Obreigketizstaat’ (supreme state) 
has outlived itself. It is impossible that 
the men who guide the destinies of the 
German people shall in the future, 
without the collaboratfon of the repre- 
sentatives of the people, come or go, or 
arise like Venus from the. salt waves. 
It is impossible that decisions shall be 
made behind closed doors affecting the 
future of the nation, of the body _ 
lic, and of individuals without any 
trol, without any asking of parila 

‘This Olympian system must give way 
to a parliamentary system in which 
the people's representatives must par- 
ticipate and share the responsibility of 
government, as in all other states, and 
not remain merely irresponsible ‘after- 
dinner speakers.’ 

“Parliament must, by becoming the 
real path to power, bring to the front 
the talented and able men, must edu- 
cate the political giants and capacities 
of men, and then, 80 metamorphosed, 
place them in the governmental posi- 
tions as in every other kultur land’ has 
long been a matter of course.

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Food Than Men 


New York Police Rookies Eapetiadeat on Diet Costing 25 Cents a Day and Result It Is Believed Will Prove 


Contention That Sum Will Provide Sufficient Food. 


Persons Who Are Able to Buy as 
Much as They Wish of What 
They Want to Eat Are Too 
Well Fed.

F you get enough to eat, it is pretty 
| certain that you eat too much. 
That is, if you begin breakfast with 
grapefruit and dinner with clams. or 
oysters and spend an hour and a half 
over your luncheon, it is no wonder 
that your weight keeps on going up and 
up with the high cost of living. 
Prof. Mary S. Rose of Teachers’ Col- 
lege and Dr. Eugene Lyman Fisk, di- 


Institute, New York, are of one mind 


able to buy as much as they wish of 
what they want to eat are too well 
fed. And Prof. Rose believes that 
much of the overeating is done by men 
and women over 4 years old. 

In co-operation with Police Commis- 
sioner Arthur Woods, Dr. Fisk has be- 
gun a three weeks’ experiment in pro- 
viding a balanced diet at 25 cents a day 
per person to 12 New York police rookies 
who have been chosen to make the test. 
Prof. Rosé will supervise the selection 
of the menus from day to day. 

The test began with dinner, when the 
rookies ate lamb stew with vegetables,» 
stewed apricots, gingerbread and coffee. | 
Test Should Prove How Much Adult 

Should Eat. 

“Twenty-five cents a day will provide 
a varied and sufficient diet,“ Prof. Rose 
assured me yesterday. “It won't pro- 
vide fruit out of séason for breakfast 
or porterhouse steak for dinner, but 
properly expended it will supply meals 
on which an adult human being can 
maintain health and weight. Whether 
people who can afford to buy and eat 
more food.than is good for them will be 
satisfied with our menus is another 
matter. I expect to be able to serve 
meat once a day on the 25 cents per 
person allowance. I believe most per- 


quires less food at 4% than at 30.” 

“T base the statement that the ma- 
jority of people eat too much,” Dr. 
Fisk told me, on the fact proved by 
life insurance tables that people keep 
putting on weight after they reach 
middle life, and the fact that life in- 


as better risks than those who are over- 
weight. The best weight, what I call 
the optimum weight, is less than the 
average weight published in the usual 
tables. 

“A man attains his physical best at 35. 
There is no reason why he should ever 
weigh any more than at that age. Yet 
most men begin to put on weight about 
the waistline at that time, throwing a 
lot of extra‘work on the heart. Women 
begin to get fat about 30 years of age. 
Women eat lots too much. An average 
woman needs one-third less food than 
the average man, since food is needed 
to repair waste in the muscle cells and 
women have more fat, that is, more 
stored food and less muscle, than men. 


“Alcohol does not make fat.“ Dr. Fisk 
added thoughtfully. It ‘simply sup- 
plies a certain amount of fuel to the 
human machine, which . consequently 
does not draw upon its fat. Alcohol has 
a certain food value, but its effect on 
the nervous system is so injurious as 
to offset any fuel value it may have. 
People who consume alcohol simply feed 
the wrong fuel to the engine and conse- 
quently clog it up.“ 

Alcohol and Meat as Fuel for the 

Body.

Cue Champion Makes Better 
Showing at Three Cushions 
Than at Balk Line. 


Willie Hoppe, the world's balkline 
champion, made a better showing at 
three-cushions in his exhibitions closed 
at Peterson's parlors yesterday than he 
did at his own game. Hoppe’s n 1 
for 140 points of three-cushions here was 
1.09, while at balkline he had one of 
only 33.5. 


Yesterday the ‘“‘king’’ made his poor- f° 


est showing of his present tour; when 
he was beaten by Chick Wright of 
Frisco, 250 to 87, in the 18.2 exhibition, 
for un average of only 123-7. The title 
holder had all kinds of trouble, the 
balls not seeming to run for him as 
they usually do. Wright, on the other 
hand, was in great rorm. 

Pricr to visiting this city, Hoppe had 
an average of over 60 for something 
like 9000 paints, and had made nii'er- 
ous runs of 200 or better. He fell duwn 
badly here, though, getting only one 
run over the double century mark. thip 
coming it. his match with Schaefer’ on 
Tuesday, when he counted 222 from the 


spot. 
In this match he showed his only real 
rm, averaging 12%. While here Hoppe 
played 837 points of 18.2 and scored them 
in 256 innings. 


Hoppe Shines at Angle Game. 


‘At three-cushions, though,.a game at 
which he does not profess to be cham- 
pion, the New Yorker showed the !ocal 
billiard ‘patrons something. He played 
140 points at the angle game and ran 
them out in 128 innings. This is truly re- 
markable, considering the fact that he 


has been playing the angle game only a 
few weeks. 

His average is almost as good as 
that made by Alfredo de Oro, the Cuban, 
in a championship match against Au- 
gust Kieckhefer. when in the three 
nights he counted 150 buttons in 135 in- 
nings, for an average of 1.11. This at 
present stands as a record. There's no 
telling what Hoppe will do after he 
gets a little more practice, as he shows 
improvement with almost every exhibi- 
tion. 

The best showing made by Hoppe at 
three-cusnion came on Tuesday against 
„Chick“ Wright, when he ran out his 
string of 25 points in 17 innings. Yes- 
terday he ran 25 in 21 turns at the 
table, giving him averages of better 
than one on two successive days. In 
not one of his games here did he fail 
to averave at least one. Twice he ran 
out 20 buttons in as many frames. and 
he also counted 50 in a like number of 
innings.
